Tritschler denied requests by 
defense counsel to dismiss the 
charges after last night s 90- 
minute hearing in the squire’s 
over-crowded office in Croydon. 


None of the four officers testi­ 
fied at the hearing. The

witnesses were State Police De­ 
tective Sgt. Victor L. Nelson 
and Bristol Township Manager 
Ronald Z. Zweig. who under 
questioning by District Attorney 
William J. Carlin, told how they 
watched the policemen take 42 
full cartons of marked cigaret­ 
tes from an abandoned U-Haul 
trailer which had been ‘‘set-up’ 
on River Road. Croydon,

Nelson and Zweig. 
Pleads Not Guilty 


One of the four officers, Sgt. 
George B. Chapin, 39. of 2604 
Palmer Ave., Edgcly. pleaded 
“not guilty’’ to the charges. He 
has been on the township force 
for nearly 15 years. 
The other three, Patrolmen 
Edward Martin, 39. of Camelot 
Apartments, Haines Road. Lev­ 
ittown; Richard Silbert. 32, of 
719 Third Ave., Croydon, and 
John C. I kindler, 22. of 35 Or­ 
chid I .ane, Oaktree Hollow, Lev­ 
ittown, entered “no pleas.’’ 


The four policemen, who were 
suspended following their arrest 
on Sept. 26, may appear before 
the November Grand Jury.

T h e 
three men then went inside the 
building and took up observa­ 
tion posts in a washroom on the 
northern side of the building. 
Cheek Trailer

that 
about 2:30 a m. a red, marked 
police car drove up to the trail­ 
er and that Patrolman Silbert 
got out and checked around the 
trailer. 
“ Shortly thereafter.” 
Zweig 
testified, “ an 
unmarked 
blue 
and white car arrived on 
the 
scene.” Lt. Harry Bauer was in 
the car, Zweig stated. The man­ 
ager said that Bauer and Sil­ 
bert proceeded to check 
the 
trailer with their flashlights. 
Zweig said Bauer then left the 
scene and a second red. marked 
police car, with Patrolman han­ 
dler in it, pulled 
up to 
the 
scene. Moments later both Sil­ 
bert and Landler left, 
Zweig 
added. 
“ Later three cars returned," 
Zweig testified. He said Sgt. 
Chapin and Martin were in one 
car while Silbert and Landler 
were in the other cruisers. 
The manager said the officers 
turned off their car lights and 
proceeded to lift the front end 
of the trailer while another of 
ficer jumped on the rear bump 
er. causing the boxes inside to 
tumble to one end. 


Zweig said that Silbert then 
took a tire iron from the trunk 
of a police car and went to the 
side of the trailer. "Then 
we 
heard a snap,’ ’Zweig testified. 
The trailer was open and one 
policeman went inside and pas­ 
sed the cigarettes out to the 
other three, Zweig stated. “ The 
fourth man inside the trailer 
took some cigarettes himself.” 
Zweig said, although the man­ 
ager couldn’t identify vho was 
inside the trailer. 
About five or IO minutes la­ 
ter, Office Silbert returned with 
a tow truck, Zweig said. "Sil­ 
bert took two cartons and put 
them in his patrol car,” Zweig 
said, before the officer followed 
the trailer as it was towed to 
Hen wood’s Garage on S t a t e 
Road, Croydon. 


Under Surveillance 


Sgt. Nelson said that Trooper 
Eugene Cahalan was later as­ 
signed to keep the trailer under 
surveillance at the garage. 
Nelson, Zweig and Broscious 
later went to the scene where 
the trailer had been abandoned 
but found no parts of the pad­ 
lock at the scene. Nelson later 
testified that the broken lock 
was found in a garage pail at 
Silbert’s house.

6.30 a.m. Sgt. Nelson said he 
arrested Silbert and recovered 
29 cartons of marked cigarettes 
from the officer’s home.
